One of the most destructive fires 
that has happened in the West oc- 


cured in Calgary last Sunday, The 


great packing plant of P, Burns & 
Company, largest institution of its 
kind in the west, was practically 
destroyed. The loss will be in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000 must 
of which is covered by insurance, 
Besides the buildings, machinery 
etc. there was some 8,000 carcases 
of beef, 5,000 of hogs and 5,000 of 
mutton, all of which was totally 
lost, The effect of such loss will be 
felt throughout the western part 
of Canada as this packing house 
supplied most of the meat used,

It is some weeks since the let- 
ter was posted, but it is still 
sticky with the substance which 
was poured into the mail box 
where the letter was dropped. 
One of the many curious features 
of these outrages is that the Gov- 
ernment. experts have not yet 
been able to decide what sort of 
fluid it is that the suffragettes are 
using in their letter-destroying 
campaign. Careful analysis has 
not revealed the particular com- 
pound which these militant ad- 
vocates of Women's Rights have 
concocted to annoy the public. In 
the case of this letter the fluid 
penetrated through the envelop 
which was of stout paper, and 
into the letter itself. -The back 
of the envelope is almost com- 
pletely blacked out. This letter 
happened to be only one of the 
several hundred wnich was suffi- 
cient decipherable to be deliver- 
ed to its destination. The black 
fluid had apparently been placed 
ina tube with some automatic 
arrangement, or radio-active sub- 
stance, which ensured its ¢iect- 
ion amongst the lettere when the 
tube fell thrgueh the mailing box. 
It is reported that the militant 
sufferagettes now contemplate 
another campaign of violence. 
It consists of starting fires in 
the subways with which Loudon 
is now honeycombed. A fire in 
any of the subways would be 
certain to arouse such a panic as 
to out in the shade any previous 
disaster due to a smiliar cause 
And those who, inevitably, would 
suffer most, would be the women 
and childre tyr ren.

Allies Will Resume 
WAR. 


London, Jan. 13—The British 
secretary of state for foreign affairs 
Sir Edward Grey, and the ambas- 
sadors of the powers have made 
representations to Rechad Pasha 
regarding the projected departure 
of the Turkish delegates, which is 
equivilant toa definite rupture of 
the peace negotiation, for which 
Turkey is considered respons'ble. 

In reply, Rechad Pasha said that 
he was not responsible for the sus- 
pension of the work of the confer- 
ence, which was decreed by the al- 
lies not only without asking his 
opiuion, but without even allowing 
him to express it when he begged 
them to do so, He had waited a 
whole week, hoping that reflection 
would bring the allies to a more 
reasonable and moderate view. but 
as no move nad been made on their 
part in this direction and no desire 
had been manifested to hear what 
further rectification of the frontier 
Turkey had prepared to indicate— 
naturally without ceding Adrian- 
ople—the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
conld not remain in London inde fin- 
itely, 

In deference to England, which 
had treated them so bospitably, and 
out of regard for the other powers, 
whose ambassadors regretted the 
rupture of the negotiations, - Re. 
chad Psaha consented to telegraph 
to Constantinople asking fur defin- 
ite instructions, 

The allies also are tired of wait- 
ing. They do not believe that the 
note which the powers will present 
at Constantinople will have the de- 
sired efiect, but not wishing to take 
a decisive step without due notice 
to Europe, they have notified Sir 
Edward Grey and the ambassadors 
of their intention to denounce the 
armistice contemporaneously with, 
or shortly after the presentation of 
the note to te Porte, 

The allies will resume the war 
four days later. In fact, it is 
remarked that Greece has never 
ceased hostilities; that Servia has

COLORS IN FLAMES. 


And Why Candle or Lamp Light Ap- 
pears White to the Eye, 
Phere is a relation between the color 
_of flame and the energy of the combus- 
tion causing it. The niore vigorous and 
complete the combustion the higher the 
refrangibility of the light A flame 
burning In a tardy and restricted way 
| emits rays that are red. When burno- 
ing in a more complete and effective 
manner the emitted rays change to vio- 
let. 
The flame of a candle or a lamp con- 
sists of a series of eccentric luminous 
_ shells surrounding a central dark core, 
These shells of flame emit light of dif- 
ferent colors, the innermost one—that 
‘in direct contact with the dark core— 
being red und having a temperature of 
exactly 077 degrees F. Upon this and 
in thelr proper order of rafrangibility 
are shells of light which are orange, 
yellow, green, blue, indigo and violet. 
The reuson that such a flame does 
not appear to us as a nest of cones of 
different colored light ts this: When 
| we look upon such a flame all of the 
rays issuing from the different layers or 
strata of concentric }uminous shells are 
received by the retina of the eye at one 
and the same time. This can only tin 
press with the sensation of neutral oF 
white light 


‘The Nine tn the Calendar. 

The figure 9, which came into the 
| calendar on Jinn, 1, 1889, will stay with 
us 111 years from that date, or until 
| Dec. 31, 1909. No other figure bas ever 
| bad such a long consecutive run, and 
the 0 Itself has only once before beep 
in a race which lasted over a century— 
that in which it continuously figured 
from Jan. 1, 889, until Dec. 31, 999, a 
period of 111 years. The figures 3 and 
| 7 occasionally fall into odd combina- 
tlons, but neither of them has ever yet 
served for a longer period than a bun- 
dred consecutive years in our calendar 
since the present mode of calculating 
time was established. It is also clear 
that from their relative positions 
among the numerals it is an impossi- 
bility for either of them to appear in 
date reckonings continuously for a 
longer period than a century.

THE BARREL. 


Strong From Without and Sometimes 
Doubly Strong From Within. 

Nobody knows who invented the bar 
rel. It has been used since time imme- 
mortal. 

Barrels are used for all manner of 
articles, solid and liquid. There are 
barrels for bolding sugar, salt, apples, 
potatoes, and so on; for all sorts of 
oils, from the beaviest lubricants to 
the most volatile products of petro 
leum; for beers, wines and all sorts of 
beverages. It is contended that the 
barrel is the strongest structure of its 
size that can be made from an equal 
amount of wood. Its contents are fre 
quently the strongest that can be made 
from liquids. 

The barrel has tremendous power of 
resistance to pressure from within and 
from without, A barrel set op end will, 
it is claimed, support half the weight 
of a railway car while the truck Is 
taken from beneath for repairs. Yet 
the primitive barrel is put together 
without nails, screws, bolts or pins. It 
is entirely self fastened. 

The barrel is smaller at its ends than 
it is In its middle, so that the wooden 
hoops, self locking, may be driven on 
tightening the staves and pressing the 
heads into the chines. Although not 
ealked, berrels are water tight. A 
small barrel is a keg, a big barre! is 4 
cask, and a still bigger barrel is a bogs 
bexd.—Harper’s Weekly.

THE FREIGHT | RATE ENQUIRY | 


Further Postponement of Proceed- 
ings Before the Railway Board 


The enquiry into western freight 
freight rates at Ottawa has been fur- 
ther postponed, upon the application 
of the counsel for Saskatchowan and 
Aiberta, who require more time to 
digest the mass of figures presented 
by tho railway companies, 

The exhibits laid before the Railway 
Board consist of several volumes of 
figures, so that the best a newspap or 
is capable of is to set forth as impart- 
ially ms it can tho facts which they 
appear to establish beyond reasonable 
doubt, 

The Winnipeg Board of Trade and 
other boards were evidently in error 
in eaying that rates out of Winnipes 
had not been reduced since 1886, when 
Sir Willlam Van Horne pledged him- 
self that they would diminish as the 
volume of traffic increased. 

A hook of 75 pages is devoted to 
showing the numerous reductions that 
have been mnde sinee then, As re- 
gards wheat, for instanee, the Can- 
adian Pacific rate from Winnipeg to 
| Lake Superior has been reduced from 
28 cents per 100 pounds to 10 cents 
that is, from 17 to 
bushel, 

It is not the case that rates in the 
Canadian West are so much higher 
than fin the adjacent States as to con- 
stitute a serious harfdicap on the Can-
